^' which such cases should be tried. Dis- 
putes in which iSoney and other kinds of 
property are involved must be inquired 
into by jiroporly established courts, pre- 
sided over by experienced and learned 
men, who liavo made the practice of 
law llii; busiufss of tlioir lives ; but cases 
in which h.ipiiiiies.s and credit of 

l;uiiilies are involved are investigated and 
ilecided Ijy men who liave had no train- 
ing for the work — many, indeed, of whom 
are conscieut^usly opposed in engaging 
'in it at all. It's a reproach to the cominou 
sense of Caai^Blns that thevallow cases of 
suuh imi>urtancS to be adjudicated upon by 
the Senatey'ffliifeh is confessedly unfitted 
fur the wirtk. Disputes between maviied 
)HM>p!o itro'llisaulution uf the married 
lie.shunld bo Hubmiltod to a court eoni- 
liiisiM.I uf the most learned and disereot 
lawj'ciH that can bo fuund in the land, 
Uillieiult and delicate iiuostiuns arise in 
these cases which it is fully to expect the 
.^Soi^llWtisfatorily to decide upon. If 
tli^H^no to li just decision it mu&t be in 
'^{^ measure by chanco. The best 
[regulate tlie proceedings of the 
fm such cases is to regulate it out 
oTexistence altiPgether as a divorce com t.

We never saw a man 
yet, nu uiatlcM' huw fund lie might be uf 
liijuur liiiiiHolf, wIkj did nut feel grieved 
uln'ii lie Haw Ilia si.n liugin tu drink habi- 
tually. The eirurta, tliorefuro, of the W. 
C T. I', tu eunvincc the youth u*' 
the Province of the danger (jf 
using stimulAnts deserve the uncmir- 
a'genient aiid' ^co-operation of the public. 
They should beware, however, of teaching 
that fur tnilli which cannut, lie proved tu 
l)j trni' id' overstating theii' case, so tu 
speak. When a buy unce linils out that 
what ho has been taught is ei iuneuus, that 
cxpitrionoe and science du nut bear out 
wli.-it, ho has been tjiilght to believe as t,he 
Lii,i|Uosliiiiieil and unipiestiunable truth, 
111! is in ilaiiger of rojeet ing the whole ul 
his early inal ruction, and concluding tha' 
a pious fraud has been practiced upon 
him. Tho evils of intemperance uvo so 
numerous ,a|id so great - tliat , exaggeration 
will not impress those whom a faithful 
represontat ion faila tu niuve, and the real 
dangers ooiise(|uent upon contracting ii 
love .for Htiiiiulating drinks are surely 

" - great enough wit hout con juring up imag- 
inary OIK'S. Let then the instructions 
• 'ivoli to i hildreii on tlie subject of tlu^ 
use aiiil abii.se < if alciihulie liijuors be tlu 
truth, tiie whole truth, if you will, but 
nothing more than the truth. Wo see a 
tendency tu ovorstatoineiit in this matter 
which,' as it brings discredit upon what is 
sad and sober truth, is likely to du much 
mischief. We are a little suiprised that 
the W. O.T.I', did not havuaiiioiig its res- 
olutiuiis one ajiproving uf oflorts that may 
be luadi! in tlie direotiwn uf regulating the 
sale of strung drink. If it is 
not practicable to prohiliit its 
use altug(!tliei- it would surely beiielil 
society tu do iiway with aomo of the 
ibuacs which so many doplore. Would it 
not bu woll for all who desiro sojno re- 
form in dirootion — total abstainers 
and others — to agitato for a new liquor

Why is it the jieople Hook to hear Mr. 
Moody 1 Men and women who Imrdly 
enter a church from one j ear's end tu the 
other, who seem dead to all religiuiia in- 
fluences, careless young peuple who so far 
as appearances go iiuvcr give a lliiuiglil, to 
any aoriuua subject atloiid the ovaiigolist's 
services and ajipear to enjoy them. How 
is this I If only religiously diapuaed jior- 
sons attjgntled luijfcieetings and derived 
L'ood f roiirtlie rnn 18 cro ivdod liousos^woiild 
not be surprising. But the sinners even 
more than the saints seem to bo attri^ted 
by his pruiiching. Persons of all agea and 
every doifroe of culture, and very iiiuii)' 
with no culture at all to .speak iijfy^^ioar 
him gladly. The votoraii clii&chi'oor 
who has boooino fastidious in the "mUtor 
of Monuuns like Ilia liuiiioly talks i|uile,as 
well as those unfortiiiiatos tu whom ^h^ 
laiiguauo of the ordinary' pulpit is stnu^ 
and almost unmoaniiig. What is ^W 
Moody's attraction ? In these days when 
the churches are so thinly attended uiul 
when good proachors who are also carni^ 
Christians 'iro so often compelled ^ 
preach to half-empty pev s it is wortW 
while to try to lind out what it is tinvf 
makes iVlr. iVIuudy's proai liiiig so accept- 
able to the masses. Ilo is not an oloi|iioiit 
man as many peojile iiiulorstiiml elocpionco. 
His language is not |iiilisbi'il, his |ieriods 
are nut rounded, his voice i.s nut musical. 
Ilia accent is far ffuiu bt'iii'.; faultless, hia 
appearance is not iiii|)osiiig, hia actiuii ia 
not graceful, still with all his faults and 
in spite of every drawback, ho charms and 
commands the attention of the groat ma- 
jority of every audience he addrcssea. 
No matter where he speaks, wliutlior in 
Enghind or Scotland or the United States 
or Canada, whether in the city ur cuiin- 
try, crowds Hock to luar him ami he 
makes n deep iinpros.iioii on his amlionoos. 
There nnist lie aoine cause fwr this iiiv.ui- 
ttblo success. A success too that dues not 
diminish with time. A&«.a speaker Blr. 
Moody is ns powerful and effootivo now 
as he was fifteen years ago. He has found 
hia way to the popular heart, and that 
way is as open to him now as ever it was. 
Many good people will say that it is use- 
less to enquire into the causes uf his suc- 
cess, Tlioy will toll you that ho ia a fa- 
vored servant of the Lord appointed to du 
Hia work, and as lung aa he is faithful 
it is impossible fur him to fail. \N''e have 
nothing to say against this for iiideoil 
there is iiotliiiig to be said. But grant- 
ing that he is all that they, say he 
is, we know that there ia no effect 
produced in these days without means. 
What are the means that Mr. Moody 
uses ? . In the first place it does not re- 
((uive a profound observer to see that ho 
is thoruughly in earneat. J-lo does nune 
uf hia work in a formal perfiiiiotury man- 
ner. If he ia nut aiiicore, if he ia nut 
tilled with a deaire tuilu his hearers guod, 
he 18 aa actor of coiisuiiiiiiate -skill. Wlioii 
he is talking he completely forgets him- 
self. There is not a siuglo sign of self- 
cuiisciouaness about his manner or his 
language. His words seem to well up 
fresh from his heart, and he looks as if he 
wore completely absorbed in his dosiru tu 
convey his thoughts to his liuaiors. He 
ia clearly a nmgnetic' man; but is not his 
intense earnestness the cause of hia iiiag- 
netiain ? His iiiagiietiaiii seems akin tu 
that uf a persun about to iiiiiiart: some 
iiiuiiientous news, whether <jf joy ur sor- 
row, whose very lui.ks are electric, and 
who imparts a thrill to those whom ho 
seeks to address before be opens hia lips.

or iullueiice the cuiuliioL. Mr. iMuuily has 
loarned this secret, and has prulitod by the 
kiiDwledgo. lie iiaoa in the pulpit and on 
tho platform the language of the tirosidi!, 
tliu Btruet, and the market, liveiyoiie, 
old or young, gentle or simple, educated 
or uneducated,., feols, in his moctinga, at 
home. He linds that ho is addressed by 
a man who feels ns lie feels, who thinks 
aa he thinks, and who talkif in the lan- 
guage that he is used to. This is the 
iidvantJige of aiiii|ilii:ily of speech - it is 
uiideratudd by all and iipprocial.(:d by all. 
'I'ho man of true eulluie admires it,, and 
l,hu uncultivated feol its force. Mr. Muudy 
makes allowiuiees fur tho weiikeiinesses uf 
his hoarors. ile knows that it ia very 
liiird for people generally to koop their 
attention fixed long upon, one subject. 
They soon wear,y oven of what- they like. 
Thoy have an instinutivo dread of dull- 
ness, llioy huto to bu bored, Ilo, there- 
fore, uioken bis aervicoo short aud bo ox- ^ 



orcisea much ingenuity to keep tlioui live- 
ly. Me knows that nine people out of 
evijry ton aro fond of music, and that 
niiiety-uino out of every hundred like 
their music clioerful>and stirring. So he 
gives his audicticos pf^i^ of music, and 
that, too, <if a rousing kind. He scorns 
bound that no one, let him be ever so 
drowsy, shall go tu .sleep at liis meetings, 
and he takes the greatest pains In keep 
them wide awake. The cuiiaei|Ueiico is 
that the attenttdi of his liearera never 
Hags. Ho puts thorn in u proper frame of 
mind to listen to what h^ says imd ho never 
loses his hold of tkeiii tintil he pronounces 
the beniediistitin. We tl»inid'thafc wffiavo, 
liumaniy speakhig',' tbUohed ' upon some uf 
tho secrets of Mr. Moody's oxtrnordinary 
success. There iiiiiy ho back of these, as 
many believe, a Power which gives ellecl 
tu hia eifurta tu mako the world better 
than he tiiids it. On that point, us be- 
cinues a secular journal, wo are silent. 
Bub this 've boliovo: if all teachers and re- 
formera liaed the means tlmt Mr. Moody 
uses with as much skill and judgment as 
he does, there would be far fewer com 
plaints of fniluro.than there are.

Your suggestion is 
Uut an engineer bo engaged to take 
charge of the streets and drains; but nij' 
opinion is that a thorough practical per- 
son, a man of experience — a man who has 
devoted his time to studying the science 
of road-making- -would ho far more pre 
ferable to an engineer whose poraonal 
knowledge of the work would bo merely 
theoretical. ° 

Thau, again, it certainlydoes not reijuire 
a-person- to-be.'aii'eiiguieer to eltiiMently 
o^rry out thomitiea of an inspector of 
nuisances. What i.s wanted for that 
oliico is a man endowed with an ordinary 
share of conunon sense, and who would 
do bis dutj' honestly and straightfor- 
wardly, neither fearing the frowns nor 
courting the favors of anyone. He should 
be furnished with a digest of the sanitary 

V^lsws.aud regulations for, the city and be 
invested with power to act on them when 
necasiary. 

In making the above reuiaiks I agree 
with you that sanitary reform in some 
shape or other is greatly needed, and un- 
less some better system of road making is 
adopted, the streets of this city will for 
ever remain what they are at present — » 
disgrace to those having the control over 
them.

There are some instructors of iheileaf 
and dumb who hojd that llie "Oral 
method" should alone be used in teaching 
.md that as a result the deaf would use 
; Spoken !auL;uaL;e and disi!,ard si-.'iis allo- 
j \'etlier. AW the insl il ill ions in .\ im^rii-a, 
; with lint t Wo exceptions, however, prefer 
i wdiat is known as the "coiiiliiiied iin I hnil," 
which .idniits of using whatever is best of 
ill known syslems. In accordance with 
this view such piijiils lis show an aptitude 
for acipiiriUL; speech are given instruction 
by the "Oral inethod," and it is 
found thai a fair iierceiilai^e imiy 
uiil only be taULiht to speak, but 
also lo read the lips when spoken to. 
It rei|uires skill and iialieiice on the 
part of the teacher to teach articula- 
tion. The elementary sounds are lirst 
taught, and these are aasociated with 
the letters of the alphabet, which, with 
the help of diacritical marks, recall lliein 
to the memory of the impil whpii .seen 
eombiued in woids. .Another method, 
called "Bell's .Method of Visible Speech, " 
associates the snimds with curious looki iil; 
pymbols, w hieh rejirosent the posit ion of 
the vocal organs in uttering sounds, ami 
as each synibul rejiresents a distinct 
sound, and not two or threu, as some of 
the letters of tho iiliiliabot do, it h.i.s 
much to rDcomnieiid il, especially until 
the sounds are thoroinjldy inaslered, and 
tho ability to combine them into words 
attained. The latter Hystoiii is tho one in 
use in the British Columbia iSchool for 
the Deaf.
